8. SUGGESTED PROGRAM FOR OCHAGAVIA : (GUZMAN AND OCHAGAVIA 
HAVE WORKED OUT OWN SUGGESTIONS WHICH PERMIT THEM, AND WIVES 
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TRAVEL MOST OF TIME TOGETHER WHILE PURSUING OWN INTERESTS.) 
KCHAGAVIA IS POLITICIAN AND EXPERIENCED LEGISLATOR, AS WELL AS 
TECHNICALLY TRAINED AGRONOMIST. INTERSTS ABUT EVENLY DIVIDED
